U nder this a rran g e m en t the league 
question cam e up first, and a fte r an 
hour and h alf of discussion a subcom ­ 
m ittee of th re e was nam ed to take 
several proposals which had been sub- 
mifeted and whip them into shape for 
consideration.

plank follow s:

John S. F arrin g to n of th e Springfield 
Court of Appeal«, in the case of S tate 
ex rel H aw kins vs. H arris, et al, it 
w as held for the first time in M is­ 
souri th a t 4he country courts have 
the 
absolute 
power 
<to determ ine 
determ ine w hether pool 
and billard 
halls should be g ran ted a license to 
operate. 
T he C ounty C ourt of Dunklin C oun­ 
ty refused to issue to Jam es P. H aw ­ 
kins a license to (operate a pool hall, 
although it was found he m et the 
requirem ents of the sta tu te as 
had 
been held th a t the county courts had 
no discretion in the m atter fa rth er 
than to decide on the qualifications 
of the applicant ami the proposed lo­ 
cation. 
The 
decision 
reached 
by 
Judge 
F arrin g to n w as in conflict w ith 
the 
other counts of appeal, which req u ir­ 
ed him to certify the case to the su­ 
prem e 
court. 
On Ju n e 10 
the su­ 
prem e court affirmed the decision of 
Ju d g e F arrin g to n . 
In the course of 
the opinion he held, tin p art, as fol­ 
lows: 
“ A gain, there is a broader reason 
■than 
all of those 
underlying 
my 
conviction on 
this 
question, 
and 
th a t iis th at the local 
com m unities, 
th ro u g h th e ir 
local representatives, 
shall he accorded the right to 
say 
w hether (they w ant a pool hall 
or 
billard b all in th e ir com m unity. 
It 
is a m a tte r th a t only affects the im ­ 
m ediate com m unity, and th at in my 
judgm ent is th e reason why th e leg­ 
islatu re has vested ¡the sole pow er to 
say w hether they will be gran ted or 
p<it in the various county courts thru- 
o ut the state. 
To hold otherw ise is to 
assum e one m ore pow er of long-dis­ 
tan ce governm ent, a system which is 
grow ing alarm ingly serious in 
the 
sta te and nation. 
To be concrete, the 
rep resen tativ es 
of 
the 
people 
of 
D unklin County have found that they 
do not w ant a pool hall in th e county 
se at of th a t county. 
Those represen­ 
tativ es a re m em bers of the 
county 
court, wfio art* <in close touch 
w ith 
th e in te rests and needs and w elfare 
of tlia t county and the city o f Ken 
n ett. 
Lt is 
urafaaaonaM e 
to think 
th a t the people of M issouri, priding 
them selves on having a re p rese n ta­ 
tive dem ocracy, should have 
ever 
ta k e n aw ay from the representatives 
o f the people of D unklin county 
the 
right 
to 
d eterm ine 
w hether they 
would have a pool hall in K ennett, 
Mo., and should have vested the night 
in th e Springfield <\»urt of A ppeals, 
Seated on the tenth floor of an office 
building some 250 m iles from the lo­ 
cation o f th e pool hall. 
‘ “ The trend of »the tim e has 
been 
to center the governm ent of the local 
com m unities in the national capital 
and in 
the sta te 
capitals. 
In 
my 
judgm ent it is co n trary to the form 
of our governm ent, and the tim e has 
com e when th e courts and all orticers 
invested w ith the pow ers o f govern­ 
m ent should see to it th a t all ques­ 
tions of purely local concern are left 
for decision to the localities involved. 
W e m ust not fo rg et th a t the sta b il­ 
ity o f our governm ent depends upon 
th e stren g th exerted from the bottom 
up, and not from the top down.”

lessens the work and speeds up 
the

expense to clean. 
A little plow work 
along will reduce, to a minimum, the 
second chopping. 
Keep your plows 
going as well as your hoes.
